EUROPE- 

LoNHON, May 24. — ^In the house of 
lords lo-day Lord Fitzmaurice, reply- 
ing to a question, said he bad already 
stated, on the 19tb of March, that the 
government bad never entertained 
schemes to establish a British resident 
at the Vatican, and Errington had not 
since been- . the channel of communica- 
tion between .the foreign office iind the 
Vatican. Errington bad received lio 
appointment^from the- government, and 
therefore no pay. The pope's circular 
to the Irish clergy, he said, had not 
been issued at the request of iho Brit- 
ish government. 

LoNDo.v, May 2i. — It was stated in 
pai'iiiament that Granville was in com- 
munication With 'the- aiitbdrities at 
Washington, concerning the closing of 
American schools {in Bulgaria by the 
government of that country. It was 
also stated that negotiations looking 
to a renewal of the diplomatic relations 
botwe6ii tbo BritiHh government and 
Mexico were in an advanced state. 

Gladstone, replying to Charles New 
gate, conservative, said Earl Granville's 
letter last year, recommending Erring- 
ton as a man of honor and intelligence 
would remain in force so long as Er- 
rington answered to tbat description, 
jji,. Sir Henry Wolff, conservative, com- 
mented on what he termpd^be unsatis- 
factory answer of the government. 

Trevelyan refused to ansvv-er a ques- 
tion in regard to the seizure of the 
Kerry SenCind by govc^rnment authori- 
ties. Trevelyan, replying to Joseph 
Couren, radical, declared that Davitt, 
Healy and Quinn . could obtain their 
release any momeiit bj' complying with 
the law. Tlie judge who sentenced 
them, however, would bo consulted. 

London, May 21. At a meeting of 
the Parneliite nieuib(;rs of parliament 
here last night, ' Justin McCarthy, 
member i of parliament,^ for . Londford, 
was •chairman. "He ftiid it was the 
bounden duty of Irishmen to contrib- 
to the testimonial for Paruell. Piefor- 
ring to the papal circular to the Irish 
clergy, he .said the Irish people liaJ on- 
ly to repudiate the fraudulent state- 
ment's whipbt )ia(i beeQ«|Qadeto the 
college of cardinals, tffe sliould regret 
to see the priest divorced- from Irish 
politics, for in times past he had been 
the only friend of the people. Biggar, 
member for Cavan, spoke in condem- 
nation of the circular. 

Dublin, May '24. — Archbishop 
Croke, replying to ah'address at the 
Wickluw depot, said that it was the 
pope's great love for the Irish people 
that caused him to be so solicitous for 
their welfare. He was conlident 
when the i)ope understood the situa- 
tion better, tlKit the efforts of the 
priesthood and himself for the Irish 
would be crowned- with success. 
Time would prove' tli^a. qorfpbtness of 
bis representations to tHe pope. Jn 
the nieanwbile he utged'^ the^ people to 
submit to the Vatican. 

Paius, jNIay 25.— -Picvolutionary pla- 
cards; posted ..calling, upon anarchists 
to as8embl|rttt~the~toiub8 of slain com- 
munists^afc-Pere lalGnais^n Sunday. 

Paris, May .25,-— The minister of 
niarine informed the committeo on the 
Tonquin credit the French commander 
had been ordered to resist the Chinese 
if they attempted to go into Tonquin. 

London,, Nay 25. — The Oaks was 
won by Bonny Jean, Mallibran second, 
Etarropi tlujdi'i A j o ~ M </ 
■': -1 Dublin, -May 25.— Jphn . Boban, a 
cprrespisndent of the Irish World of 
,iJew York, for West Olare district, 
was arrested on a charge of intimidat- 
ing the driver of a mail wagon, whom 
ho called a spy, and an informer. 



— At a tire at the 
Varsin station, Lrj)j)er Alps, (ifty bouses 
were destroyed, and several persons 
perished in the flames.

THETOBPEDO AND TBE WHALE. 



The government policy is probably too 
big a whale to bo upset by the Standard 
torpedo. Certainly niatteri Imve not 
bton brought to a huaJ quite so quickly 
aa waa anticipated, but the government 
policy ia still there, and has swerved 
neither to the right noc the left. The 
latest' telcgram'f of • whikh ? the ; Standard 
aeomi in hdppy ignorance, states that 
though no legislation on the drydock, the 
island railway and the railway lands will 
take place till next year, yet the Domin- 
ion Jjovernment are prepared to carry out 
all the points of the settlement bill to the 
satisfaction of the province. We uro also 
told that work on the drydock will bo 
Mtopped in a few days preparatory to turn- 
ing the property over to the Dominion 
government. Yot in spite of all this the 
standard keeps on moaning und groaning 
out the same old song that nothing will 
be,.dono, and that everything ia eternally 
"goniS'up," unless the political Bomnambu- 
lists Y'l^qae organ ifc,'ia, a¥e 6nca more per 
niitted to slumber in tlfo' chairs of bfKco 
If the present government have accom- 
plished little it can at leasl bo urged that 
they have boon in power only a few 
months; but what shall be said of a ^'ov- 
ernmont that was in power eight years 
and accomplished nothing, except allow- 
ing'publio'irorka.to. faU|nw, 'decay to the 
great disaatisfnbtion and mcbnvonicnce of 
the people with the objett of bringing in 
a surplus, which, on beinj^ put the test, 
really shrivelled up to the dimensions of 
a deCcit. One miiiiht imagine under those 
circumstances' that the organ might aafoly 
allow the government policy a little more 
time with whicli to accomplish the de- 
aired result. It is also very sad to re- 
flect that in spite of the dreary prophecies 
and forebodings of the Utaiulanl the Do- 
minion government have decided to open 
thorailway lands for settlement immedi- 
ately, and, in fact, declare themselves 
perfectly willing tu do everything the ex- 
organ aaya never will be done unless the 
somnambulists again take charge and 
sink into another Ilip Van Winkle slum- 
ber.

San FuANt isco, May 2"). — Tije stern- 
wlieel steamer rihu, wiiieh i/lew up this 
morning, has been running for some years 
past in opposition'to the stcanieis of the 
•San Francisco and North I'aeillc railroad 
company. Tho explosion occurred near 
Lakevillc, one milo above Donahue land- 
ing, in an arm of the b.iy known as Peta- 
luma creek. The first news of the 'dis- 
aster waa conveyed in a dispatch from 
Donahue, dated May 25th: "A heavy 
report waa heard from the steamer I'ilot, 
and a largo escape of steam aeon. I 
think she has blown up. Looks as though 
she was s\ink." Tho second dispatch 
came stating that 20 passengers were 
aboard and it was believed several San 
F'ranciaciana were among them. Excite- 
ment throughout the city rapidly cpiick- 
ened in intensity. Notwithstanding 
every telegraphic efl'ort was put forth no 
details could bo obtained until nearly 3 
o'clock this afternoon. Then a dispa'toh 
waa received stating that all tho forward 
part of the boat was blown away. Tho I 
after part floated 300 yards and then | 
grounded on the west side of the creek. ; 
Two persons were killed, seven wounded ' 
and eleven are inisaing and supposed to ; 
bo drowned. IMrs. McNoar is inissiiig, i 
but her baby is saved. Tlie wreck is al- j 
most inaccessible. Oflicers of the steam- ' 
er Donoluie reported thot when passing j 
Donohue landing they saw tho Pilot com- j 
ing down tlie creek in nild-ohaniiel. .\ 1 
few minutes afterward they saw no bii,'ii I 
of tho coining steamer. Kuniora spreail j 
that a terrible disaster had occurred, .tnd ] 
the chief engineer of the Donahue is re- I 
ported as having said he saw an e.iplosion ! 
or cloud uf steam and smoke immediately j 
following. The Donohue drew too much ' 
water for navigation above her laiuliiig at ] 
tho levee. She 'did not go to ilu- wreck. : 
.-^ message was sent to Petalunia din-ctiiig \ 
that a relief train with pliysicians and 1 
nurses for the wounded be immediately 
dispatched to Lakeville. When tho re- 
lief train arrived the surgeons on, board 
found little to do, as of all those known 
and believed to be on board none but tho 
captain and two others, one the pilot, 
eould be found, They were discovered 
in the fields seriously injured, the captain 
the least hurt of the three. Search was 
made in every direction, in the long tules, 
near the bank; and one after another four 
more were found, all more or leas iierious- 
ly injured, some with an arm or leg brok- 
en in the fall. Ono was hut slightly in- 
jured, ho having fallen in the long tule 
grasses. ' Out of these he managed to 
scramble' tiJ higher artd drier groimd. Had 
he been more severely injured he would 
have been drowned by tho liigli tide. Tho 
last reports received show- that eight are 
killed and ton missing. Most of tlio 
latter are probably dead, but the bodies 
have not yet been found. The names of 
the passengers cannot be definitely as- 
certained, as no names were recorded at 
point of departure. It is known, how- 
ever, that one family of twelve were on 
board bound for Arizona. 1 

The explosion is attributed to defective i 
boilers. Those who witnessed the e.xplo- | 
8ion-;fronj. the steamer Donohue say that 
it w'as almost funny to aee the way the j 
smokestack went up. It seemed, as they 1 
aay, to leave tlie vessel in advance and * 
shoot up in the air over 300 yards, com- ! 
ing down again within a few foot of tho j 
vessel. j 

Later diaptitches state that Matthev/s, : 
late of Sonoma Mountain, on hi.-) way to ' 
Arizona, lost four children and another' 
will die. Ilia wife ia crazy. Helger, wiio ; 
had just purchased land here, was killed. 
The moat extraordinary incident in con- 
nection with the disaster was the finding 
of Mrs. Geo. P. McNear, a passenger, 
;ibout a mile and a half from tho scene of 
the explosion. She waa standing in tho 
mud and still alive but unconscious. It 
is presumed she struggled through tho 
mud and weeds for tliat distance insearcli 
of relief. .She was immediately removed ! 
to Lakeville, but died a few minutes after [ 
lier arrival.

An Astoria dispatch to tho Orrcjtmian 
on the 24th instant aaya: "The impression 
being abroad that tho Columbia cannery- 
men ropiu't an extraordinary light salmon 
run in firder to bull the market, your cor- 
respondent to-day interviev.-ed Marshal 
Kinney, manager of the largest cannery, 
to ascertain the real facta. He states that 
this cannery had more boats out this year 
than last. The catch to date is 10,382, 
against 15,485 up to May 24th last year, 
making less than two-thirds of the num- 
ber of cases. He has eighty-eight boats; 
only seventy are out. New boats and 
nets are idle, and can bo bought for less 
than cost. His boats brought up to-day 
540 salmon, not averaging ipiite eight to 
a boat. Fishermoiv are scarce and if a 
heavy run should come there will not be 
men enough hero tp; make, up for the alack 
run'. Fishermen are' making poor wages 
at 90 cents a fish. From present indica- 
tions Mr. Kinney thinks Columbia river 
cannerynien will make no money this 
vear. "
